You are all 
well aware, no doubt, of the great im­ 
portance of this, and will I feel sure, 
bear it in mind at all times. 
Tile 
fact t h a t th e present w ater 
works 
franchise 
expire- in a few 
m onths is doubtless familiar to you 
all. 
T h e importance of securing con­ 
trol of our city water supply cannot, 
be over-estimated. 
I will not tak e up 
your tim e with any detailed s t a t e ­ 
m ent concerning 
the present situ a ­ 
tion as regards municipal ownership. 
As you are probably aware, a g re at 
majority of our people are in favor of 
city ownership of licit Ii the electric 
light and water plants, and if practic­ 
able, it is your duty to carry out th e 
wishes of your constituents. 
T o this 
end, therefore, I would recommend 
the ap p o in tm e n t a t the earliest possi- 
blcltnomenL of a com m ittee represent­ 
ing each ward in the city to ta k e up 
th e water works question a t once, and 
also ta k e steps to secure, if possible, 
any 
additional 
legislation t h a t in 
their ju d g m e n t may be deemed use­ 
ful or necessary in accomplishing the 
desired result. 
I would also recommend t h a t the 
proper steps be taken to secure the ap­ 
point merit of a charter commission, 
t h a t a new home rule ch a rte r may be 
framed by representative cit izens and 
subm itted to the voters of the city 
for ratification. 
Our present c h a rte r 
has long been outgrown and is prac­ 
tically obsolete, and many of our ordi­ 
nances are on this account defective. 
A new c h a rte r should be adopted and 
the ordinances revised, codified and 
printed.

I to call your attention a t the very nut- 
j set of your administration of t he c i t y ’s 
1 affairs, and th at is the advisability of 
exercising 
care 
in granting saloon 
j licenses. 
T h e object in requirii g the 
publication 
of ail applications for 
liquor license is to ascertain if there 
! is any objection either to the location 
a t th e place desired, or to 
the granting of a license to the appli­ 
cant. 
T h e wishes of the cit izens liv­ 
ing cir doing business in the locality 
should always be considered, and no 
license should be granted to a person 
of bad reputation, an unfit person, or 
to any person who keeps a disorderly 
house, or who is guilty of selling liq­ 
uor to minors or to an habitual d ru n k ­ 
ard, or who is himself in th e h abit of 
drinking to intoxication. 
I believe 
this to be the true solution of the 
vexed saloon question, and following 
the course I adopted in my previous 
adminstrations, I shall personally ap­ 
pear before your honorable body when 
any applications for license t rom per­ 
sons I deem unfit come up for consid­ 
eration. and plainly state my reasons 
why license should not lie granted 
them. 
So far as my policy generally is con­ 
cerned I have nothing particular to 
say at this time, as I am nol given to 
making profuse promises in inaugural 
messages, preferring to It tdeed ssp e ak 
ra th e r th a n em pty moi is 
i am in­ 
clined to think, however, that the 
evils complained of by those of our 
citizens who apparently do not fully 
realize th e gre at progress made In the 
direction of good order and good gov­ 
e rn m e n t in our city in the past eight 
or ten years, will right themselves in 
tile near future.
